on wiſdom, the author of the preſent work will

bet. Now, how far this notion is true, let us 
fairly examine. The method would be very pro- 
per, indeed, where the alphabet perfect and com- 
plete. But, that it is neither, is here Ma de- 
nied and attempted to prove. 

Firſt we ſay, grounded upon many reſpectable 
| authorities on thg ſubject, that the alphabet is 
incomplete; as it does not give us a full compre- 
henfive lift of all the fimple elementary ſounds to 
be met with in the Engliſh language. 

To convince the reader of the truth of this 
aſſertion, he is begged to compare the fix and 
twenty letters, commonly exhibited to the view 
of children, with the fix and thirty real ſimple 
ſounds to be found in Engliſh: and: ſore he can- 
not be ſo obſtinate, as to conteſt the truth of or 
former poſition. For inſtance, in the alphabet, 
he will only find one A and one O for three 2 at 
| leaſt; one ſingle E, and one ſingle I and one fingleU 
will likewiſe offer to his view, when the two firſt 
have two ſounds each, perfectly diſtinct, which of 
cCourſe ſhould each of them have its peculiar re- 

| preſenting character; and the third (U) has no

What muſt neceſſarily 
render an alphabet imperfect is the letters it con - 
ſiſts of, not keeping invariably that ſound which at 
the firſt ſetting out, each of them was meant to 
repreſent. For, the knowledge of it can be of no 
manner of uſe, as to reading, if it does not make 
the learner ſteadfaſtly acquainted with the right 
and proper ſound of each and every letter exhib- 
ited in it.

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On, àvall ourſelves of the ſilence to which ſome 
letters are occaſionally reduced, to prove the point 
now in hand. Theſe caſes, altho' tending much 
to diminiſh from that preciſeneſs which conſtitutes 
the beauty of language, muſt be claſſed among 
thoſe unavoidable anomalies, to be learned in 
time by practice. But letters waging a perpetual 
war of uſurpation, by aſſuming the power of one 
another, or changing the proper original ſound of

whereas by this laſt method e being the ſound

= *ulty, recollection or memory, where the phyſical 
one, his ſenſe of hearing, would infallibly effect 
the purpoſe. It follows then, from whatever has 
been ſaid, that calling the names of letters, 
whether vowels or conſonants, ought upon any 
account to be left aſide, ſince the main ob- 
ject is giving the pupil a juſt idea of the ſounds 
repreſented, let the names of the repreſentative 
ſigns be whatever they will. For, as theſe 
names, inſtead of being mere elementary ſimple 
ſounds, are in fact, if not quite whole words, at 
leaſt combinations of various ſounds, the ſuper- Fi 
fluities of theſe muſt of courſe be thrown off in 
ſyllabication: and thus an infant is required to 
make uſe of another metaphyſical faculty, viz. 
that of abſtraction. Why not then to require 
him to be a complete philoſopher all at once? 
To the difficulties juſt expoſed, muſt be added 
the neceſſity of filling up the chaſm, remaining 
between the common Alphabet and the real one. 
The common Alphabet, partly Roman and part- 
ly Greek, anſwered fully the purpoſe of thoſe it 
has been borrowed from, as they had no more 
ſimple ſounds, than letters exhibited in it.
